Hence, Sir, general Reflections upon Courts, and 

Honours beftow'd by Princes, apyly’d to all Perfens 

who either go to Courts, or receive Honours, are no 

longer Satire or Wit, but degenerate into that low 

Thing, cali'd Commen Place; but this belongs pri- 

marily to the Great Poet, tho” you are entitled to it 

fecondarily by imitating him with whofe Verfes you 
introduce your Satire. 

Upon this Principle, it would be difficult to juftify 
the Great Poet I juft rook notice of, and to find either 
Severity, Wit, or Truth, in the following Lincs.

Had Mr. Pope faid, with the fame Beauty of Ver- 
fification, that he had rather be an independant Man 
of a Competent Fortune, than accept of a Crown 
attended with the great Cares, and Anxietics of that 
State, he had then faid fomething that might have an 
Obje&t of beauriful Difquifition, and which has al- 
ready been treated of by onc of the Greareft Men of 
Antiquity, * who had been a Courticr, a General, 
and before, as well as then, and after was a very great 
Philofopher: ----- But even that had been no Satire 
againft Royalty ; nor can King/bip, Courts, or Honours, 
in general, be ever proper Objects of Satire; But 
only a Mifufe, or Profitution of Charafer, that debafes 
the Eminence of Rank, be it what it will; and a 
Patriot, emphatically fo. called, ( if general Satire 
is not to be limited and have bounds,) that retires 
from Courts, may as properly be made an Object of 
Contempt, Ridicule, or Severity, if treated by fo mafter- 
ly aGenius as Mr. Pope, as the Lord, that remains in 
Coast, and receives Honours from his Prince. The 
—_ En of general Satire are the Views and 
ollies of Mankind, fuch as Avarice, Luft, Intem- 
perance, Ivefs, Affectation, &c. but neither Courts, 
nor Honours in them felves, can, or ought to be, while 
Society and Diftinétion fubhitt. 
Isthere then either Wit or Truth to fay, "tis better 
to be a Madman than a King? Will any Man of 
Senfe fay, ‘tis more eligible to have every Faculty 
that dignihes human Nature, defaced, than to be feated 
on a lhrone, and have an Opportunity, which the 
rivate Man has not, of making Millions happy! Is 
minence of Rank the Objeét of Satire ? Is there 
any Wit, in proving abfirafedly that Grandeur, Ho- 
nours, Dignity, are empty Things, not worth the 
wile Man-ecrafp? Is tt-bumorows to fubvert all Orders 
in Political Societies? To make thofe Diltin&ions, 
with which wife Legiflators thought to reward thofc 
who deferv’d well of their Country, the ObjeG&s of 
Contempt or Ridicule? If fo, down with all De- 
grees at once ; be Levellers of Mankind; and ere& 
Statues of Brals in Honcur of the Satirift, who open’d 
the Eyes of the blind Multitude, and fhew’d them, 
their GARTER'D, and T1 TLE p Governofs were no 
berter than themfelves, and ought to be laugh’d ar, 
and defpis’d. 
Rather in NewoaTe Watts, O! let me dwell 
A doleful Tenant of the darkling Cell, 
Than fwell in Pala:es, the mighty Store 
if Fortune's Fools, and Parafitesef Pow'r, 
Crowns, ye Gods, be any Hote my Doom, 
Or any Dungeon ; but .--- a Dratwing Koom.

Pope knows berter than to call any (bing fo cutve Satire 3 
Which ftript of it’s poetical Garb, Comsnon Senfe wou'd 
reject as abfurd ; Wit, difclaim, as being Falfe ; and 
Satire difown, as being out of ‘its true Province. 
But he ftill goeson, 
Thrice happy Patriot, whom noGourts debaf:, 
No Titles \eflen, and no Stars difgrace. 
Still nod the Plumage o'er the brainle& Head , 
Still o'er the faitnlels Heart, the Riband fpread. 
Such Toys may ferve to fignalize the Tool
